London, May 12.— Colonial 'Secretary 
Chamberlain announced in the House of 
[Commons today that as a result of the 
British military operations in the So- 
koto and Kami districts, ending with 
the capture of the Emir of Kano, BXb- 
(MMI square miles of territory had been 
added to Northern Nigeria, and would 
In' administered by the government of 
thai territory. 

Details have been received here of the 
capture of Sokoto on March 14 by the 
British column commanded by Col. 'Mor- 
land. 

The engagement lasted two and a half 
hours. The 'British numbered about 600 
men, with four quick-lire guns and four 
Maxims. The enemy's horse and foot 
were estimated to number some (i.tKitl 
men, their riflemen being armed with 
modern rifles and using smokeless pow- 
der. 

The British camjned ithe night of 
March 1:! a mile and a half from Soko- 
to, after a liuhl inarch of one hundred 
milt s from Kaura, with but little water, 
and having passed through a rough 
country. At daybreak, March 14, the 
British moved out in square formation 
toward the valley in which Sokoto lies.. 
Immediately the British appeared over 
a ridge the Fulanis charged with fanat- 
ical bravery, undeterred by a withering 
Maxim and rille lire. 

They hail no proper leadership, but 
the isolated bands continued to advance 
over heaps of dead and dying, often 
only individuals reaching within a. yard 
of the square, where, refusing quarter, 
they were shot down, while shouting, 
"Allah!" with their last breath. 

The main lx>dy of the natives was 
finally touted, leaving a remnant of 
about thirty chiefs around the Emir's 
Igreat white flag. These chiefs were de- 
fiant to the hist, a ml their corpses were 
found hedging the standard when the 
British entered the city, which consist- 
ed mostly of thatched houses. Its seini- 
ruined walls extended seven miles 
around the plnco and were pierced by 
eight gates. 

A few days later the i -.-plttace return- 
ed and the FuIu jc' j'»**.-deretl Heir sub- 
mission to Coiihii.ii.der Lugard, who ar- 
rived March 1 and installed a new emir. 
The British then retired towards the 
const, leaving a garrison of two com- 
panies of infimtry.

Phoenix, B. ('., May 12.— Matters in 
regard to the crossing of streets within 
the corporate limits of this city by the 
\'., V. i.V 10, branch of the Great North- 
ern Kailway, are rapidly assuming a 
shape that is .satisfactory to both the 
city authorities and the railway com- 
pany olllcial?. Last Week the railway's 
solicitor, A, H. McNeill, of Itossland, 
Chief Fngineer Kennedy and C. A. 
Desllrisay, the right-of-way agent, met 
the City Council, and submitted the 
plans. These were considered, and not 
being entirely satisfactory to the city 
fathers, were changed to suit the best 
interests of the properly holders, as 
nearly as they could be determined. This 
week the City Council ratified the new 
■plans, and they are now being put in 
proper shape for signature. 

Apparently the Kailway Company is 
now in a hurry to get this matter closed 
up and work slarted on the actual con- 
struction of the branch into this camp. 
The passenger and freight depots will 
be located almost in the centre of the 
town, with the new large ore bunkers for 
the Granby mines not far off. Tho 
(iranby Company will construct two 
gravity tramwajJS to connected with ore 
bins, one running from the Knob Hill 
ore quarries, and tho other from the 
mouth of the new No. -1 tunnel, the latter 
to connect with the deep workings of 
the mines nt the IiO0 level of the Old 
Ironsides mine, and having a length of 
something like 1,000 feet. 

Generally considered, the proposals of 
the Railway Company will give it a 
good access to the mine tonnage here, 
and nn easy grade for the 25 miles of 
line to be constructed to connect the 
mines with the Granby smelter at 
Grand Forks. At the same time, while 
coming into the heart of the city, it in 
doiie in such a manner as to interfere 
but little' with the property where busi- 
ness is actually being done, and in the 
case of the 22 per cent, grade now exist- 
ing on School street, this will be re- 
duced to something like seven per cent. 

The Granby Company has recently 
made a decided .innovation in thu 
methods of mining in British Columbia 
by the introduction of a steam shovel 
iii connection with the handling of ore 
at the Knob Hill mine. This powerful 
machine which arrived last week, was at 
once placed in commission on the Hill, 
and is said to be working lo the satis- 
faction of Wm. Yoleu Williams, the 
superintendent of the Granby mines. It 
is mounted on traction wheels, and has 
dipper enpacity of three-quarters of a 
cubic yard of ore, or one and one-half 
tons. In u day or ten hours, it will 
handle from 1,000 to 1,500 tons of ore, 
or from nOO to 750 yards. It is fitted 
with it vertical Ixiiler, 45 inches in 
diameter by seven feet in height, and 
is now being operated nt the No. 1 level 
r>f the Knob If ill mine.

The Minister of Agriculture, in an in- 
terview given on board the Empress of 
India yesterday, said that Canada 
should do a large trade with Japan, es- 
pecially in Hour, lumber, pulp and fur- 
niture, the branches in which Canada 
would find nn excellent opening. At 
the Osaka exhibition Canada had an ex- 
tensive exhibit; and in connection with 
the Canadian exhibit "a real live" baker 
was employed in baking bread for the 
Japanese visitors from Canadian flour- 
Prior to the Osaka exhibition, and tho 
Canadian exhibit there, Canada wns 
practically a. terra incognita to the aver- 
age Japanese; and Mr, Fisher said hiss 
visit bad done much to bring Canada 
before the Japanese. The Anglo-Jap- 
anese Alliance, he said, also caused the. 
Japanese to look to Canada, aaid if tho 
Canadian merchants got their business 
agents into Japan and pushed their 
wares, there was no doubt but that Can- 
ada would find a business preference ira 
the land of the little brown men. • 

Canada— said tho Minister of Agri- 
culture— ^should do a large trade in flour, 
for Japan is a large importer of Hour; 
and nt the present time the greater por- 
tion was being shipped from the United 
States. 

Canada could supply n better article, 
nnd, with a ready market obtainable in 
Japan, it wns the fault of the Hour ex- 
porters if they did not work up u large 
trade. He found that the Canadian, 
firms did not show as much business nn 
tlie houses across the boundary which 
had their agents at work securing busi- 
ness for them. So it was with the lum- 
ber trade. There was a large demand 
for lumber in Japan nnd the Canadian, 
ports on tho Pacific Const should be 
i Bhippiag largo quantities of lumber to 
\ the Japanese importers. 

If the Canadian houses do not get 
into the field, and reach out for the. 
tjriide which J-npan offers jn the exports 
of Cnttflda the good work done to ad- 
vertise Canada's' resources by the exhibit 
nt the Osaka exposition, and the visit 
of the minister would he lost, he said. 
The United States firms had agents ga- 
lore, and Canadians should also send 
men to Japan to work up a trade. He 
was positive that a large trade could 
soon be worked up in furniture for the 
Japanese were eager to secure importa- 
tions of Canadian furniture. Another 
industry which could furnish exports for 
Japan is in pulp. Perhaps, if a paper 
mill or mills were started on the Pacific 
Coast, a good business could be done 
in supplying paper to the Jnpanese. 

He thought they might prefer to im- 
port the pulp nnd make their own paper, 
but either in pulp or paper, he was sure 
that Japan would take large amounts of; 
one or the oilier. At present tho Jnp- 
vinese were large importers of paper 
from this side. The press of Japau was 
most extensive, and the daily consump- 
tion of paper by the newspapers of Ja- 
pan is enormous. The needs of the pres- 
vses of tlie Oriental power demanded 1 
igreat supplies of paper, and tlie trade 
■in pulp from Canada, would, lie believ-i 
ed, reuch great proportions. 

There were other products which 1 
'would find a rich market in Japan. Tlie 
Japanese would not, he thought, be largo 
importers of iron or machinery, for 
there were large iron mines in the counj 
■try and the Japanese were making great 1 
progress in the manufacture of inacnin- 
.ery. In shipbuilding the progress the 
.country was tanking was wonderful. 
Hon. iMr. Fisher said lie visited the 
Kusngnwn dockyard at Kobe, which 
employed over 11,1X10 workmen, and tho 
•manner in which tlie work of shipbuild- 
ing was carried on there with the /tost 
•modern of appliances showed that Japan 
had taken her place among the ship- 
■biiildiug nations of the world. Some of 
Hie vessels built in Japanese shipyards 
•las is evidenced by the Nippon Yuseni 
•Ivaisha liners, which run into this port) 
•are equal to nny built anywhere in tho 
•world. 

. Mr. Fisher said that when ho left 
Japan tlie war foi ling there was quite 
strong. Japan was preparing for even- 
tualities, and the general impression was 
that Russia was settling down for keeps 
in Manchuria. Japan, although feeling 
■very strong against Russia, was not prei 
paring for any independent coup, but/ 
preparing to act in unison with the 
powers with whom the country is U0W! 
associated. The naval and military res 
sources of Japan are in a high state ofi 
efficiency, nnd when the 71 warships. 
Hying the Rising Sun ting were in re- 
view at the Brent pageant held at Kobe 
on April 10 this fact was most evidentj 
■He understood that supplies were being 
secured, nnd arsenals mid powder fac-i 
tories were being kept hard at work— i 
in fact Japan was not idle. Japan was 
.prepared to act in accord with the na-* 
■lions interested in the question, which, 
•was causing the excitement when tho 
steamer left Yokohama. According to 
■the general tone of tho Oriental press,, 
he gleaned that the trend of opinion was, 
that there would be no coutlict-'-as Rus- 
sian would evacuate when it wns shown: 
that the powers were in earnest regard- 
ing the question of tut open door ini 
Manchuria.

Cause Heavy Loss 



B. R. Seabrook Tells of How 
Thousands of Dollars Were 
Lost to Victoria. 



C. A. Gregg Gives Evidence Re- 
garding the Recent Ross- 
land Strike. 



The secretary ol the commission has 
•been very busy the last two days suh- 
jioenaeing witnesses to appear lief or 
the toinmissiyu, anil .Iho result i.s that an 
amount of furthcoming evidence will 
necessitate the commissioners sitting in 
Victoria all this week instead of ad- 
journing to Lailysniitl) on Thursday, as 
originally intended. The session was re- 
Lsumed at 11 a. in. yesterday morning, 
(when It. 1J. Seabrook, ex-manager of 
the Atbiun Iron Works was put Ml the 
stand. He had lived WW years in Vic- 
toria, and had been eight years manager 
of the Albion Iron Works. The number 
of men employed varied from !(!» to .'100. 
Askeil as to hl'hor troubles his linn had 
over the ship Garonne, he stated that 
that ship was under contract for cer- 
tain repairs at Moron's, Seattle, but the 
moulders and machinists were on strike 
there, and the contract could not be 
fulfilled. lie approached the owner, 
-Mr. l<\ YVnterliouse, and made a contract 
with him to undertake the work specified 
in the original contract, which was to 
complete boilers, engine work, repair 
bulkheads, etc. Hefore doing so he had 
a meeting with the Boilermakers' Union 
in Victoria, ami was assured by them 
that he could fairly undertake the work. 
There was then no strike of boilermak- 
ers in Seattle. lie made the contract 
accordingly, guaranteeing expenses of 
the ship both ways, ami the ship was 
brought over to Victoria. With it, how- 
ever, came a committee of Seattle boiler- 
makers, who had declared a strike two 
days before. This committee asked a 
meeting of the Victoria boilermakers, 
and proclaimed the job an unfair one. 
The consequence was that his own men, 
after promising to do the work, refused 
to do it. This was about March 1805. 
lie had several meetings with his men, 
the oittcers of the local union being 
present. The Seattle strike was for bet- 
ter wages, and he offered his men their 
own terms -abetter than Were contem- 
plated in the contract, but could do noth- 
ing wi:'i them. lie was consequently 
obliged to send the ship back to Seattle. 
About .^:!00 worth of work hud then 
lieen done on her. and the linn's loss al- 
together was a little more than $1,250; 
lie pointed out that Mr. Waterhouse and 
himself were the sufferers, and not .Mr. 
Moran, but his men said they could not 
go to work owing to their instructions 
from flic meeting, and as it was against 
the rules of the International Union to 
work under the circumstances. The 
union afterwards offered to reimburse 
the linn for its loss. The contract in- 
volved a sum of some $30,000, of which 
about $£1,000 would have been expended 
locally in wages. 

To .Mr. Bodwell, K. C, witness re- 
plied that the promise of his men to 
work would have been carried out. but 
for the visit of the committee from Seat- 
He. 

Replying to the Chief Justice, witness 
said that IK) per cent, of his firm's em- 
ployees were union men. An average of 
25 men were employed in the boilermak- 
ers shop, lie had had further trouble 
over a job on 11. M. S. Auiphf on. The 
union boilermakers would not work witli 
non-union men. He believed in unionism 
ibecnu.se nil shops bad to pay the same 
wages, and .employers could know better 
how to figure y lit contracts. >- 

To Rev. Dr. Kowe lie said that his 
men had preferred taking the lower 
wages they were previously receiving to 
working on the Garonne. 

Exnmined by Mr. Rodwell, he said it 
was his .experience that rates of wages 
established in times of good profits were 
still maintained by the- unions even 
though the profits were poor. That 
meant cessation of business in the coun- 
try. If union men were idle in Victoria 
employers could not go outside for labor. 

Further questioned, witness said that 
his linn had another strike over repairs 
to the City of Topeka. In the contract 
made he Jiail figured on a nine hour 
working day. bat foreign agitators came 
in and help Up the work for an eight 
hour duy. The strikers were excluded 
frohi the works for nine months, during 
which he had no union men in the boiler 
shop. The. non-union • men were handy 
helpers. 'Their pay was $3.50 a day. 
The iiliion boilermakers were subject to 
interference from Seattle. San Francisco 
and Denver. His firm was cut out of 
a contract for work on the steamer Hor- 
da by interference from San Francisco.

Asked by the Chief Justice his opinion

To Mr/ Rodwell he said that he did 
not consider that, a permanent oUlciul 
labor arbitrator .Would Ibe an improve- 
ment on a specially appointed third arbi- 
trator: for each 'particular case. It 
seemed to .Mr; Rodwell that a permanent 
otlicial would be better qualified. 

To Rev. Dr. Elliott S. Rowe, witness 
said he was present at the Seattle com- 
mittee meeting, hut could not argue 
with it., j Most of' the labor troubles in 
the country came from "the American 
side. In' 1891 his firm had lost con- 
tracts on two sliips. in Seattle, and one in 
Tacoma, the sums involved aggregating 
over .fLOO.OOO, of which about $70,000 
would have been spent in wages in Vic- 
toria. 1 During the nine months when his 
linn kept open shop, a few bills .were 
distributed and notices posted proclaim- 
ing it "unfair" shop. The strike in Seat- 
tle -.VMS Still 'Oil. 



The men termed this a "lock out"; wo 
called it a "strike." The trouble lasted 
two weeks, at the end of which time, 
through the oll'tces of Mr. Twigg and 
the Trades and Rubor Council a settle- 
ment was reached. * Our terms were 
conceded to use outside men if not suf- 
ficient others available. A year ago 
also be had a steamer here for repairs 
from the American side. Having em- 
ployed all the available union men, we 
asked permission to put on outside 



said there were always business failures 
during strikes. 

The Chief Justice asked if witness 
had any suggestion as to the settlement 
of strikes. Witness thought that the 
government would have to settle them, 
probably by arbitration and the third 
arbitrator ought to lie appointed -by the 
Dominion government. 

To .Mr. Rodwell.— His idea would be 
to let local considerations influence the 
appointment of a permanent adjudicator, 
but lie should be n common sense busi- 
ness nian above everything. 

The commission then Adjourned till 
11 a. m. today.

show how he had verified the state- 
ments that appeared in his paper. Leave 
was granted. 

Geo. I'enkith was the next witness. 
He said that his business was a boiler- 
maker, lie Uuid been president of the 
local union. This was a branch id' the 
Roilcrmakurs & Iron Ship Ruilders of 
America. This union had brunch 
[miosis' all over the continent of America, 
and had ii roll of .15,000 to 20,000 mem- 
bers. Its headquarters were in Kansas 
City. The .local union contains about 
I!5 members. . Members were not sworn 
to loyalty to the rules of the unions, but 
Were under that obligation. Witness 
was a trustee of the local union. lie 
bad 1 been president of it in HM>1 while 
Wojikiflg m the Albion Iron Works. 
What .Mr. .Seabrook had, said with re- 
gard to the Garonne trouble was pretty 
fair. He should not, liowevdr, have 
brought the vessel from Seattle after 
the .boilermakers there went out on 
strike. That had happened two days 
before. The men were willing to work 
until tho Seattle committee came over 
.and told them not to. This committee 
Was composed of two Americans ant! one 
British Columbian. The local union had 
wired to the head union ut Kansas City 
for instructions anil hail been told to 
work in conjunction with the Seattle 
union. 

To Mr. Rodwell witness allowed that 
Jo arrive^ at an opinion as to whether 
the job would be considered "unfair" 
they Inn! to consult the two lodges at 
Kansas and Seattle. lie sahl that their 
charter might be taken uwav if they 
disobeyed the Kansas order. That 
would menu that each individual mem- 
ber would be "posted" all over the 
world. 

To Rev. Dr. Elliott S. Rowe witness 
stlid that to get into another union after 
that would depend on a man's previous 
career. He might have to pay a penalty 
■it the discretion of the local union. 

To the Chief Justice, witness said 
that if all the boilermakers in Citnnda 
joined, their organization would be 
strong enough for ordinary purposes. 

The commission now adjourned until 
2;30 Jl. Ill,, when Mr. Rodwell called 
upon Mr. (\ A. Gregg, late editor of the 
Rossland Miner, to give evidence as to 
the authenticity of the statements made 
in the articles referred to. Witness said 
that the articles where signed were ac- 
tual copies of genuine documents, where 
they reported interviews between the, 
miners ami the lioard of Trade there 
were actual occurrences. lie himself 
had to deal with the matter, ami knew 
that the statements id' actual fact were 
correct None hud ever been questioned. 
Reports wore taken by a reporter of the 
paper, ami Messrs. McDonald and 
Kirby, mine managers, hail furnished 
statements. The Rossland .Miner was 
the organ of the mine ■ owners, the 
Rossland livening World of the men. 

The commissioners said they would 
Lr.v and obtain .copies of both papers, 

The examination if George Pen kith 
was now resumed. lie said that if 
non-union men had hcen put to work on 
the. Guronne, the union men would have 
gone out on strike. He did not think 
the 'local union had broken faith with 
Mr. Seabrook, because there was mi 
strike of boilermakers at Seattle when 
they' Jmfl promised to work. 

To Rev. J if. Elliott S. Rowe witness 
said lus own personal obligation would 
have 'linen -greater to the Albion Iron 
Work* than to the union. If an agree- 
ment were made by a local union with- 
out ' candit ions, the central authority 
would htrxe power to order a breach 
of the contract. The union did not dis- 
cuss Socialistic doctrines. All striking 
questions were settled by ballot. The 
principle the union fought for was to 
maintain a standard rate of wages. The 
elfect of unionism was to promote bet- 
ter understanding bet-ween employers 
ami employed. 

To the Chief Justine witness said he 
believed in a mail being persuaded into 
the union, not threatened. Hp approved 
id' picketing so far as speaking to a man

"•Certainly not," said the witness. Ho 
remembered Mr. Wells' visit to Ham- 
ilton distinctly, as they had been unable 
to get any but a very old and djlapiilat- 
i-d had; in which to go for a drive. Mr. 
[Wells bad telegraphed Unit ho would 
lie in 'Hamilton at a certain date and 
•had asked witness to meet him. They 
had gone lor a long drive. They had 
not discussed business matters at all. 
friie crown grants were not so much as 
mentioned. Politics might have lieen in- 
cidentally touched upon in the conversa- 
tion. 

iCoutinuiug his statement in response 
to interrogation by 'Mr. Duff, the wit- 
ness said that he hud come to Victoria 
on the litst April ultimo. iMr. Oliver 
had, he believed, met him at the steam- 
er landing, and walked up to the hotel 
with him. They had hud a conversation 
on the matter of this committee's in- 
quiry. (Ho (witness) hud been examined 
hciforo the committee that same evening. 
11U> did not remcmher when ho bad learn- 
ed of the determination of the govetu- 
ment to withdraw the hill of 1902. lie 
had probably asked for an explanation. 
(He no doubt had asked all the ministers 
for reasons for the .withdrawal. Just 
the general explanation was given, that 
-Ur> iiill would not pass the House. II» 
<-ouhl not recall a,ny circumstances in 
•connection with these interviews. He 
did not remember any reason given him 
1>y air. Wells, or IMr. Eberts, or Col. 
<Prior, or .Mr. Prentice. Coming back 
lo the recent conversation with Mr. 
Oliver, witness had no recollection of 
having given 'Mr. Oliver any statement 
ins to the. grounds upon which the gov- 
ernment excused at the time the with- 
drawal of the, hill. He did not remem- 
ber having said to Mr. Oliver that the 
Itill had been withdrawn because cer- 
tain members of the. government or the 
(House refused to support it, unless they 
received some personal consideration. 
(Nothing of the kind could have been 
said. If Mr. Oliver stated that wit- 
ness had saiil this or something of the 
kind, Mr. Oliver was mistaken. Such a 
■conversation did not occur at all. He 
was unable now to say why the bill had 
lie-en withdrawn except that the gov- 
ernment could not put it through the 
llf'ouse. He hud never spoken to any 
of the private members of the House in 
■connection with this mutter. It was not 
iiis practice to solicit the support of 
private members of the liouse for meas- 
ures in which he was Interested. He 
dealt with the government and left nil 
minor mutters of detail to the govern- 
ment, die had never told anyone spo- 
<>ial reasons for the withdrawal of bill 
No. 87. He had never told 'Sir Thomas 
Nhii'mdinossy. He had had correspon- 
dence with 'Sir Thomas as to the with- 
drawal of the bill. This correspondence 
he had not brought, with him. He had 
•jiot thought, it necessary. The correspon- 
dence was not here and could not be 
got. 

T«> IMr, Helmcken, the witness said 
1 hat IMr. Eberts had been acting premier 
at the time of the withdrawal of bill 
.No. 87— iMr. Dnnsmuir being way at 
the time. .Mr. Eberts had said that the 
ibill could not puss the House. He could 
mot recall what Mr. Eberts had told him. 
in. detail. 

Then followed u long and dreary cross- 
examination by Mr. McPhiiUps, in the 
course of which the witness said that he 
had understood that these laud grants 
would be cancelled in consequence of 
the report that he (Brown) and Eberts 
were interested in the deal for the utili- 
sation of these lands. With respect to 
the construction of the line from Mid- 
way to Spenee's Bridge, ho bud under- 
stood that this was to be made a matter 
-of government railway policy separate 
and distinct from any matter of the 
■delivery of these grouts. The mention 
of the Spenee's Bridge line was in no 
way connected with the question of (he 
.earned subsidy for sections 1 and •'(. 
With respect- to the bill of VMV2, wit- 
ness could not remember any circum- 
stances in connection with it. lie could 
ant recall who drafted it. All the cir- 
cumstances had faded from his memory. 
Etc did not remember having had his 
solicitors draw this bill. He "did not 
recall" anything nlbout the matter— a 
-statement that was quite four scores of 
times repeated. 

To Mr. Green, Mr. Brown declared 
that he was quite clear as to his con- 
versation with Mr. Oliver, which was 
.little more than a fortnight ago. He 
•had bad no such conversation with any- 
<oue, at any time. He had made no such 
■statement in words or effect to anyone 
at tiny time. ; He had never made the 
(.statement that he would "rather have the 
(bill' withdrawn than divide up with 
those people." 

(Mr. Oliver was thereupon called to the 
stand, and examined by Mr. Duff. He 
had heard the questions put • to Mr. 
Brown, and 'Mr. Brown's answers. He 
had had a conversation with Mr. Brown 
on or about the 21st April ultimo, before 
he (Brown) was examined before the 
committee. He had met Mr. Brown at 
the bout, and walked up with him to 
the hotel, discussing Columbia & West- 
ern mutters. He had seen Mr., Brown 
again ibefore his examination. Brown 
had made a statement to him in con- 
versation with respect to the withdrawal 
at ibill No. 87. He (Oliver) had asked

In the course of the discussion Mr. 
Brown had said that several of the sup- 
porters 1 of the government would not 
support the bill unless there was some- 
thing in it for them. , This was not 
Brown'.s owji version of the situation, 
but Browns statement of the govern- 
ment's explanation of why the bill had 
been withdrawn. Witness was positive- 
ly clear on' this point. This was the 
statement ''given' to the witness' try' Mr. 
Brown.'-' Mr.' Brown was 'afterwards 
hcifore the committee, and witness had 
taken .part in his examination, He had 
not brought up the matter of this state- 
ment. He had weighed the mutter in Ms 



mind and come to 1lie conclusion that 
Mr. Iii-own might have been "jollying" 
him, OS he would put it, Witness" had 
been endeavoring to elicit information 
from Mr. Brown, and lie thought the 
latter might have taken this way of 
heading him off. The conversation re- 
ferred to took place in the lobby of the 
House.
